THE CHANGES MADE

At a special meeting of the Bar Associa-
tion this afternoon the committee on leg-
islation of the association submitted a re-

port In relalion to the nronosed code of
laws for the District of ("lumbia. The re-

port was adopted unanimously. It sets
forth that:
"in accordance with the resolution

ado.'ptel hy the associaion at its meeting
held the 16th (lay of February. l19, the
code prepared by Justice Cox. as revised by
the committee on legiation in conjunction
with the justices rf the Supreme 'ourt of
the Disr. . incing J:istce C,x, wa
Introduced in th- Senati on the 1th (Lay
of February. 1M). as -nate bill ;a-3 of the
Fifty-tIfth Congress. third session. After
this tll was printed the committee on

legislation made a number of Changes in
it, and in the last -.ix wc-ks it has been
revie'l at a jidnt meeting 'f the commit-
tee anIl a committee of the justices of the
Supreme (Curt i.f the iestrict, consisting

< Jt'tesradey. C I an Barnard. In
rhisr10 co-ry w.1 of the bill was

ar fqlly rad and consitdred. There were
i.. esam r*d Abert's cumpilation. the Re-
vised Statutes of the Di 'trict of Columbia.
and th-eacs of Congress enacted since D-
e,mhr 1 1-7:. and a numbr of the acts
v.hi wr- ,mttei in the code as origi-
nal'y Prt-pared were untded.
"During the past year the committee re-

-cived numerous suggestions as to different
parts of the work from members of the bar
and others. -all of whii. re ived careful
cons.d,-ration. and many of them have been
incorporated in the code.

The Work Dih Ided.
"In the revision of the code, as prepared

by Justice Cox. the subjects embraced !n it
were divided among the members of the
'ommittee. and each member was aided in
his work by members of the association
not on the committee. who were reques:ed
by the (ommittee to art on these subcom-
mittees, and who in this way r ndered val-
uable service.
'-Other members of the association ren-

d-red aid in the exarnination of the acts of
C-ngress passed since D., ember 1. 173.
the date :f the Revised Statutes. and !all-
lfrg at'-ntion to those whi' h relate to .he
District It may wi be said that the evD
repres.nts the labor of the entire bar and
all the joiges of the courts of the District.
"Th - principal lifferene- bitween the code

as 1' now stands and Senate bill 5"UlIsis In
the st riking out of the la; tr. under the di-
rection of the assoiation. of the chapter
eetablishing a munleipal curt In the Dis-
trIct and substituting therefor the original
statutes relating to justcea of the peace.
with a numb-r of imp 'ant amendments.
These ameniments reduce the number of
justies of the p-ace to six. ablish fees and
provide instead a salary of A3. with S270
'ldit "nal for ofhce. statioery and other
oxpenses. It is provided that the districts
,ver which each justice is to preside shall

tixed from time to tim, by the Supreme
'urt of the District of Columbia. Trial

tr jury before justices of tne peace is abol-
d. The writ of certiorari is restored In

- ases of concurrent jurisdiction. but the
Sunreme Court of th, District may pre-
rihe as a conditin prem-dent an affidavit

ihstantially like the present seveny-third
rule.

Early Action Necesnary.
"The committee has been advised by

members of Cr-ngrss who have taken gfeat
Interest in the matter that it is very im-
portant. if any action upon the code is to
be taken at the prstent session, that the
present reviio'.n shoud be introduced at
Ras early a ilate as posible. The committee
Lhe-refore reemmenl that it be authorized
on behalf of the association to have Senate
bii~ll. as re;!sed. introtucel in Congress
as a new hi!l: that when it shall have been
pr:ntedi in its new form the committee he
authorized to suggest such further amend-
nnts as it may deem necessary to perfect
the cde. and that the committee be then
authorizcd to press upon Congress the early
passage of the bill. It is proposed that if
the code shall he adopted at the present
session of Congress it shall go into effect
the first day of January, 191."

BANK RUNNER ROBBED.

His Pecket Relieved of $142 Cash and
$-00 in Cheek..

Complaint was made to the poice about
noon today that a ease of pocketpicking
had occurred in the Traders' National
Bank. at Pennsylvania avenue and 10th
street. E. F. Roome, who is runner for
the American Savings Bank, at No. 104 G
street northwest, was the victim, his book,
containing $142 in cash and checks for $400,
being taken.
Mr. Roome started from the American

Savings Bank about 14 o'clock. He called
at several banks, and then went to the
city postoffice, where he had several money
orders cashed. It was not 11 o'clock when
he en:ered the Trader;' Bank holding a
check in his hand that he was to get
cashed there. While waiting to transact
his business he took a piece of tobacco
from his overcoat pocket, and while he
was cutting a chew, he said, the robbery
was committed. As soon as he discovered
his Liss he reported to the detectives. lie
found that his overcoat pocket had been
torn.

Poltice authorities of other cities were
notified of the theft. and payment of the
checks taken was stopped. Mr. Roome
gould give the poie no description of the
thief.

March 18, upon the
lines controlleti by the Washington Trac-
tion and Electric Company and the Capital
Tract'on ('mpaony, which embrace all the
5)ystems in the Djistrict. This dlecision was
reached this morning by General Superin-
tendent Hart of the Washington Traction
and Electric Company, and SuperintendjentCarli f the- "atital Traction Company.
It was believed by the gentlemen name.d

that the date agreed on would be sufil-
ciently removed to permit the public to he-
corne famitiar with the intended change
and prepa~re for it.

Tracks Would Cross. B Street on3i

Arch-Seeretary Hurries of Board of

Trade Suggests a Convention Hall.

Senator McMillan. chairman of the Sen
ate committee on the District of Columbia
is andeavoring to persuade the Pennsylva
nia Railroad Company to purchase thi
square of ground bounded by Pennsylvani
avenue. 6th. Tih and B streets, in order tha
in the reconstruction of their new. depot I
may be extended to Pennsylvania avenu<
and face on that magnificent thoroughfare
Senator McMillan hopes that the railroaq

company may see fit to act upon this. svig
gestion and believis that it will not onl:
he a benefit to the city, but to the railroat
company. as well as bringing their statioi
from off a back street to face on the mos

prominent avenue of the city. The advan
tages that will be secured by such a recon
struction of the depot are-very great an(
such a change will give this city an idea
railroad station.
As the tracks will come into the depol

elevated above the surface of the street
coming In on the second floor, it will permil
B street to remain open, so that not onIl
the present street car tracks that rur
through that thoroughfare will remair
there. but all passengers going to the depol
in cabs can be put off under cover. It
stormy weather, especially, this conven-
ience will be very great, and the facilitie!
that can be secured will be second to non
in the country.

square has at present a rental value of
Sti4.624.

and they now have it under consideration.

A Large Hall Proposed.
In relation to the construction. of a nev

depot by the Pennsylvania Railroad Com
pany in this city. Mr. Geo. H. Harries. see

retary of the board of trade. today said:
"The Pennsylvania Railroad Companj

will have a magniticent opportunity whitt
it Is building its depot here to construct ot
the floor above its waiting rooms a con
vention hall of very large proportions
which I am quite sure would result not onl'
to the benetit of the city at large, but woult
prove to be remunerative to the raliroat
company itself. Such a hall would give th
city what it has long needed and would b
patronized by practically all the large con
ventions of various kinds that meet in thii
city. Washington is already known as th
-convention city.' and in the very nature o
things it is sure to be the meeting place o
national conventions. The railroad com
pany will probably very readily see tha
having such a convention hall within it:
own depot would be a very great attractioi
to travelers to take that line in coming t4
conventions. Sich a hall could be arrange<
so that it could be divided into smalle
halls, so that it would accommodate prae
tically any kind of crowd that might as
semble. It Is to be hoped that one of o'
railroad companies will see the force of thi:
suggestion and provide Washington witl
such a convention hall as it has long beet
in need of."

AGAIUS" AKE SALES,

Draft of a Previsimo to Be Added to
Lieense Law.

The attorney for the Dist-et has tranS
mitted to the Commisinoners the draft of
a provision proposed to be carried into Nte
license law to prevent fake sales of al-
leged bankrupt and tire stocks. The attor-
ney states that it meets the approval Of
Mr. Isadore Sake, chairman of the board
of trade's committee on mercantile inter-
ests, and of Mr. R. Ross Perry, the general
counsel of the board. It is similar to the
,ordinance In force in Richmond, Va., and Is
as follows:
"All persons offering to sell goods as

bankrupt stock. assignee stock, trustee
stock, fire stock or of like nature, which
shall not have been In the District of Co-
lumbia at least sixty days before said offer,
and upon which no personal tax shall have
been paid to the District of Columbia for
at least that length of time, shall pay a
license tax of $50 pei day. Any person
liable to such tax who shall prosecute his
business without having paid the same
shall be liable to a fine of not less than
$100 and not more than $250. and each
day-s default shall be a separate offense."

Regulations Further Amended.
The attorney for the District having so

advised, the Commissioners have further
amended article 1 of the police regulations
so as to exempt dealers in second-hand

Ibooks from that provision requiring deal-
ers in personal property to keep a record
of all transactions and to report the same
to the chief of police.

Alleged Impostor.
Complaint was made -to the police this

afternoon by Mr. George H. Judd that a

woman, dressed in black, has been collect-
ing money under alleged false pretenses. It
is said the woman called at his house, No.
511 3d street northeast. and represented to
Mrs. Judd that the latter-s husband had
sent her there. Her story was that she had
to bury a dead relative, and, she said, she
was willing to work for what might be
given her. Mrs. Judd gave her $5. Later
the woman called on Mrs. W. E. Evans,
sister of Mrs. Judd, and also on Mrs. Det-
weiler. At these places she said she had
been sent to them by Mrs. Judd. Fortu-
nately, they had learned of Mrs. Judd's
experience and did not give the caller any
money.

LEGELATIOIn NOT REQUiiEn.
Approgriations fea District Construe-

tien Avalnable Withot It.
It is stated that a misapprehension has

arisen as to the time when the additional
amounts In'cluded Jn. the pending District
appropriation bill for the construction of
school houses and houses for tire depart-
ment companies already provided for will
become available. It was first thought that
unless a elause making these additional
amounts available upon the approval of the
bill was inserted therein, the amounts could
not be used until the 1st of next July, when
the bill becomes operative.
But Mr. J. T. Petty, the auditor of the

District, explained today that the pending
District appropriation act, as reported to
the House of Representatives, distinctly
states that these several sums are in addi-
tion to those heretofore provided for the
construction of the buildings in question.
This language, stated Mr. Petty, was ex-

pressly used by the House committee on

appropriations in order to make the addi-
tional amounts available immediately upon
the President's approval of the pending
bill.
Therefore, he pointed out, it will not be

necessary, as appears' to be the Impression
of many people interested 4n the erection of
these buildings, for the insertion of a
clause making the amounts immediately
available.
The buildings in question and tic -addi-

tional sums recopumende4 by the commit-
tee on appropriations are as follows: Eight-
room school in northeast section, $12.00h;
rebuilding Lovejoy School, $8M0; eight-
room school in southeast section. $8.000;
eight-room school in Hillsdale. $S,000; house
for truck company in Celumbla Heights.
$7,000, and house for chemical engine com-
pany in Tenleytown. $7,000. As it is ex-
pected that the pending District appropria-
tion act will become a law in three or four
weeks' time it is believed that the work
of constructing these six buildings will be
commenced rome time in April and com-
pleted early next fall.

vania. The company is also empowered to
supply the public within Frederick county
power in the form of electricity or steam
pressure, or in both of said forms, for any
and all purposes which the power can be
made applicable. The- capital stock shall
not be more than five hundred thousand
dollars, to be divided into shares of fifty
dollars each. The bill provides that the
ecnstruction of the road must be begun
within five years and finished within ten
years after the passage of the bill.

DAMAGES CLAIMED.

OTIS SELECTS A BOARD

ft Will Delibeats an Town Gowmmit for

Carrying Forward the Movement for

Home Rule Instituted

Last August.

Without awaiting the arrival of the new
Philippine commission. General Otis is
Pressing forward steadily with the installa-
tion of civil governments in the various dis-
tricts of the Philippines. Last August he
ordered that municipal governments should
be established in the towns within the
limits of the United States occupation.
These governments were to be established
by the senior army officer present, and they
were established originally In the towns
along the Manila-Dagupan railroad, and
the villages immediately adjacent to Ma-
nila. There was in each town a presldent
and a municipal council, both elected by
the people, the president being subject to
confirmation by the commanding military
officer. These councils had a considerable
range of authority. They could collect
taxes, establish police force, regulate the
liq'uor traffic, establish schools, light the
town and enforce sanitary measures. The
President had the power to take prelimi-
nary steps in criminal mases.

A Board Appointed.
All these measures were tentative, and

now General Otis has taken steps to pro-
vide a more systematic and orthodox sys-
tem of governments. He has appointed a
board headed by the brightest and most
acute lawyer in the Philippines. Cayetano
Arellano, and including some experienced
army officers, to carry out his project.
This is set out in the following order, just
received here from Manila:

"MANILA, P. ..- January :hl. 1100.
"It being necessary and expedient at the

present time to develop the abridged formof municipal government announced In
General Orders, No. 43, of August 8 last.,
from the headquarters of the department
of the Pacific and 8th Army Corps, andprescribed to meet the temporary require-
ments of towns of the Philippines which
should be rescued from the control of arm-ed Insurgents-a labor which, under presentcircumstances, requires caieful considera-tion and mature deliberation, and in which
the chief justice of the supreme court andthe attorney general of the Islands have,upon request, consented to render assist-
ance--a board Is hereby called to take the
subject under advisement and deliberation
and to formulate -and repart as soon as
practicable a plan of municipal governmentwhich shall contain all necessary featuresto meet requirements and which shall be
as liberal in character as existing coudi-
tions permit.
